LEADS THROUGHOUT IN KENTUCKY'S BIG 
RACE AND WINS OFF BY HIMSELF. 



Miami About as Easily Second, with Dr. Barkley 
Third — BiR Attendance Views the Race 
and Takes Kindly to Mutuels. 



L«‘UlsTill«>. Ky.. M«y li . — J. 11. Kospess’ Dick 
W’oIIcs colt. WiutcrKviM*!!. lautU-d the thirty-tiftli 
Kentucky Derby from a roo«I band of thrcc-year- 
olds in tin* presence of a lar;re Katlierins. J. N. 
t’anideir« Miami was four ieuRths back of the win 
iier and three lenutiis in advance of Dr. Barkley, 
which Iwat Sir Catesby a head for third place. 

Wiiiterin*<»en’s |K*rfoi*mance was a sparkler and 
proves liim a sui>erk>r thn'e-year-old. He was nearly 
tlirown s(Km after the start when I>r. Barkley col- 
lidetl with him. but Powers made him recover 
qnickly and. ;;oiu); Into a lonu lead, had Miami, his 
nearest pHisiier. driving hard after Roinjr a mile to 
keep ill strikimr distance. Earlier in tin* race .Miami 
liad bt*eu crowdinjr Wintergreeii fw the lead, but the 
Resposs lolt never faltered and stayinl in xamo 
fashion throu^li the stretch. 

The disa!>|H>iiitments of the race tu-oved to lx* 
Friend Harir. Direct. Michael .Vueelo and Warfiehl. 
The first nauie<l was considered biuhlv by his con 
iiecthms. iuit after nmniiiR prominently for a half, 
he tlriMl liadly. Tlie KoiiiR. made .soft b.v tlie earD 
inoruintr rain, misht have militated asaiust him. but 
not suffii iently to warrant the belief that he is in 
the same form he showed as a two-y ear-old. Direct 
and Warfield had no apparent mishaps and theii 
runuin? was decidedly disappointing. 

A Kteaily rain during the moruim; Iiours threat 
«*ned to mar today's sf>ort, and caus'd many a love: 
<»f radni; to remain away from tbe <*ourse. Shortly 
after the noon hour tlie sun made a desperate 
struKRle to break throuxli the clotida and liy racina 
time it bad cieai-ed sufficiently to warrant the belief 
that no more rain would fall. The crowds were late 
in comimr and at post time for the first race not 
over lO.CKM) people were on the arounds. This 
number was augmented by probably ‘5.000 when the 
iiorses were called to the post in the Derby.* Had 
tlie weather remained clear during the moriihn: 
iKiiirs a record-breakins: attendance woukl have been 
present. 

The manaRement expressed satisfaction at the 
attendance, considering the w'eather. and they were 
more than pleased at the heav.v speculatioD indulged 
ill in the rautuela. there beiiiR nearly fl02.000 bet 
in the m-utue) machines. Tlie auction pools sales 
Aiue arlao be%u- ami it all establlslied a burh mark 
for a alnRle #^’a wa«terinR through the new sys- 
tem. 

Today’s card anas one of the beot in years, ami 
furnished hlffh-claes racim;. The finislies In some 
of tlie races were close enough to stilt the most fas- 
tidious. and kept the crowd In a biirh pitch of 
excitement ail the time. 6<everal eurprisea. cause 1 
by tile defeats of the favorites, srave the long-shot 
pla.vers a cbam*e. The victories of Fynibal. South- 
ern (JoW and Etbelburg were unexpected. 

In the opener. Crystal .Maid. re|M*at<Hl her Lexington 
perfoi-mance by taking Daiut.v Dame’s measure in 
••asy style. Royal Tourist, the favorite, failed to 
sliow much siH*ed and was uever a serious contender' 
Hugli McCarrcii ui»set calculations b.v taking the 
Mecoml purse in a furious drive with his EtheMiurg 
from .Martine H. T. C. McDowelFs Whim was the 
l»est fancied in the race, but failed to run to ex- 
pectations on account of lK*iiig forced wide most of 
the time. Tom Dolan and Enfield fought it out as 
H team in the third i*acc and finished in the ord«*r 
named to the chagrin of those who had pinned their 
faith to Enfield. 

Soiith<*rn Gold’s head victory over Donau was 
attributable to Heidel. who gave the favorite an 
oventmfideiit ride and allowed Southern Gold to get 
im> big H lead on him in the first three furlongs. 
The elosiug raee went to Cyiulial. which showed tlie 
most speed and had enough in reserve to outstay 
St. ElmwmHl. 

Owner Respess was higlily elatetl after Wiiiter- 
gn'eii’s victory. Ho bad taken extra pains to point 
Wimergreeii for the IDerliy, and felt sanguine of 
sucei^ss after the colt’s Showing on tlie opening day 
at Lexington, when, be ran Miami to a bead and 
»*once<k*d him fifteen pounds. Mr. Respess has at 
Ids farm a wi*anling sister to Wintergreen and a 
.vi'arling half-brother by Six Slaioter. 

Delegations were on baml from tJliicago. Lexing- 
ton. Nashville and Memphis. The Im-al folks were 
not out in as great forte as in former years. Tin* 
early rain had nimti to do with keeping tliem away. 

Twelve mutuel mattiines were to operation — four 
wei*e for straight bettors, 'three for place ami five 
for show bettors. 'Rie money 'takei*si ami clickers 
were kept at top speed dPrtog the entire afternoon. 

The Kentucky Racing Commission members failed 
to mt'et to pass on Jockey Mountain’s latest applica- 
tion for a license. The rld<*r bad eonfidcirtl.v ex- 
iK*ctet| that be would be restored to favor this aft- 
ermsm aud came to the track prepared to accept 
mounts. • 

Jot-key A. Walsh was fined $25 b.v the starter for 
di^o^HMlience at the post in tiie closing race.

Overland Park Being Made Ready for Thirty-One 
Days’ Racing This Summer. 

John Condon has returned from Denver, where he 
went to make arningeiueiits for racing tbe eomiug 
summer. He said yesterday that the Overland Park 
meeting would in* one of thirty-one days and not 
run indefinitely as western rumor had it. There 
will be one <m- two harness races daily for the first 
six or eight days. 

If tlie meeting earns the approltation of the Den- 
ver public, and proves the success it gives promise 
of iieing. the owners of the race track will next year 
build a uow graiidstaud and stables at a cost of 
$2.50.060, wliieh will put the plaut among the best 
eijuipiied race courses in this country. 

Mr. Condon has leased Overlaud Park, xvliieb be- 
longs to the Interstate Fair Assneiation. and Billy 
M.ver is uow tlu»re shaping the course for the meet- 
ing. whieli is t<> Is giii June 10 and run to .luly 24. 
.Martin Natbans<»n. wla> is here from California, will 
•►e secretarv and handh-H|>|N>r of the meeting aud F, 
J. Bryau presiding judge, aud J. Trilie will prvl>ably 
start the horses. The Colorado Derby will be od<* 
of tbe meeting’s features and tlie Colorado Handicap 
au imTK>rtant event of fhe okislng day. 

Mr. Nathanson will sliapc the conditions of tlw? 
five or six stakes of the met’tiug within the next 
few days. The purses will be from $.‘Ui0 to $500 
in value, averaging $2.1<N1 to $2,200 daily. He has 
also to arrange the lianirss events — a new side of 
racing to him. All th<‘ races this year will b<* run 
on the inih* outside track formerly used only for 
harness races,
